BEEF MEN OF TOMORROW 


Scattered around in different parts 
of lowa are some boys who in the future 
are going to be cattle feeders. These 
boys are members of many baby beef 
clubs, which have been organized thru 
the efforts of the Iowa Beef Producers’ 
Association, the Iowa Agricultural Col- 
lege, and the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. A dozen or more 
of the boys, with their baby beeves, 
were at the recent Iowa State Fair. 
One had only to look over their stock 
to appreciate the good work being done 
by the baby beef clubs. 

Other boys who do not belong to 
any baby beef clubs, also will be future 
cattle feeders, but many of them will 
carry on their feeding operations less 
thoughtfully, and not so carefully as 
those who belonged to one of the baby 
beef clubs. This little difference in 
preliminary training may determine 
the degree of success to be attained, 
and in a great many instances it un- 
doubtedly will. 

The quality of the stock which the 
baby beef boys brought to the fair 
would have given any experienced feed- 
‘er occasion to feel satisfied with his 
work. It indicated that the boys had 
carried on their feeding operations 
with a great deal of thought, and that 
they had gained a pretty good knowl- 
edge of practical feeding. Otherwise, 
their stock would not have held up so 
well in open competition with cattle 
fed by old, experienced feeders. 

One of the boys at the fair said he 
never took much interest in his father’s 
farm before he joined a baby beef club 
organized in his county. His work as 
an active member of the club this year 
has brought about a complete change 
in his boyish ambitions. Until last 
November, that boy never had any- 
thing he really could call his own, and 
he helped out his father in a mechan- 
ical way, just as so many other boys 
do. When a representative of the baby 
beef club work visited the district in 
which he lived, and explained the 
work, the boy was interested, and his 
father let him have the calf of his 
choice to raise. 

From that time on, farm life has 
looked differently to the boy. An at- 
tachment soon developed for the calf 
that he was to care for and feed for a 
year. The calf had been his companion, 
and the association with it has awak- 
ened a new feeling in that boy’s atti- 
tude toward the beef cattle industry. 

sefore that time, he felt toward the 
cattle feeding business just about as 
one does in trying to listen to a poor 
joke in which he is not interested. 
Now, after several months of respon- 
sibility in looking after that calf as a 
mother does a child. the boy takes a 








deep interest in any conversation in 
which beef production forms a part. 
An indifference towards the farm has 
been transformed into a desire to re- 
peat his first year’s experience on a 
larger scale, and some time to be able 
to conduct a cattle-feeding farm of his 
own. 

Successful business and professional 
men invariably say that one of the 
steps which helped lead to their suc- 
cess is that they liked their work to 
begin with, and their advice is for one 
not to choose a life’s occupation unless 
that work means something more than 
the dollars it will return. <A great 
many failures can be traced directly 
to a lack of interest in one’s business, 
farmers as well as lawyers, physicians 











fost of the boys at the fair remem- 
bered about the details of their sev- 
eral months’ work. They knew what 
their calves weighed at the start, their 
age, the feed they had consumed, the 
rate of gain made and the final weight. 
This information is an index to the 
profit or the loss, and it is what every 
cattle feeder ought to have, but which 
most of them, unfortunately, do not 
have. When a boy joins a baby beef 
club, he agrees to keep this informa- 
tion. At the start, a habit is acquired 
which will be of very great value in 
future feeding. After being a member 
of a baby beef club for a year, a boy 
is pretty sure to follow the method 
practiced the first year. In other 
words, he will conduct his feeding op-

or ministers, being included. A man 
who takes no interest in a farm or in 
live stock, had better seek another oc- 
cupation. The most successful farm- 
ers are those whose personal interests 
are centered on the farm. 

One’s likes and dislikes, however, 
are often a matter of environment and 
development. Baby beef club work 
provides an environment that often 
stimulates an interest which otherwise 
might be subordinated. It gets the 
members into closer personal touch 
with the farm work, especially with 
the live stock end, and on account of 
the business interest they have in the 
stock they are raising, they come to like 
the stock better, to take more of a per- 
sonal interest in it, and to have a de- 
sire to follow the work as an occupa- 
tion in later years. 





erations on a business basis. He will 
know the cost, the profit or the loss, 
and guesswork will be eliminated. 

At the state fair show, the calves 
were judged on individual merit from 
the killer’s standpoint. The quality, 
conformation, condition and weight for 
age were considered. Duran H. Sum- 
mers, of Mills county, who raised two 
calves, had them both at the show, and 
in the baby beef contest he won first 
and second places. The prize money 
amounted to $90 in this contest. His 
calves were so good that he was per- 
suaded to enter them in the open 
classes for fat cattle, and here he won 
second and third moneys, bringing his 
total premium money up to $115. Sev- 
eral other boys competed in the open 
classes, where they won a total of $75.

two calves which weighed 450 and 500 
pounds when he started to feed them, 
October 24,°1915. When weighed at 
the fair, they weighed 1,100 and 1,165 
pounds, respectively. His figures up 
to August 1, 1916, indicated a gain of 
2.6 pounds daily. Both calves were 
born about the middle of April, 1915. 
Mr. Summers has selected his own 
feeding, and he has had entire charge 
of the two calves. They are the first 
ones he ever raised. His feed included 
oats, corn, alfalfa hay and silage, with 
a little cottonseed meal sprinkled on 
it. Silage has been omitted since the 
last of March, pasture being substi- 
tuted. 


The baby beef club contest for next 
year has been announced, and it is 
open to any boy over ten and under 
nineteen years of age. Each boy se- 
lects his own calf, which must be born 
between January 1 and September 1, 
1916. The feeding period starts dur- 
ing the month of October, when all 
must have their calves weighed. A boy 
may feed two calves if he desires, and 
at the end of the season select the one 
which has made the best record. Any 
breed, either grade or pure-bred, may 
be chosen, but those intended for 
breeding purposes are barred. 

Prizes for the 1916 contest include a 
free trip to Washington, D. C., for the 
state champion; two trips to the Inter- 
national Stock Show, at Chicago, for 
the two best records in unorganized 
counties; a free trip to the Interna- 
tional for each county winner, provid- 
ing there are twenty-five or more en- 
tries from that county; free trips to 
the annual short course at Ames; $400 
in prizes at the lowa State Fair, and 
other awards offered by local commit- 
tees for boys in various districts. Most 
of the prizes offered in 1916 wili be of- 
fered again for the 1917 contest, and 
it is probable the awards will be even 
more attractive. In making the awards, 
forty points are allowed for gain in 
weight, thirty points for economy of 
gain, and thirty points for record kept 
and written report, which each must 
submit to Mr. E. C. Bishop, state club 
leader. Those intending to enroll for 
next year should make their applica- 
tion to Mr. Bishop before October 1st. 

Parents who encourage their boys to 
join a baby beef club are providing a 
way of holding their interests on the 
farm. Nothing grips like a business 
interest, which takes the drudgery out 
of work. After the boy has raised his 
baby beef successfully for a year, and 
has made some money on it, perhaps 
he may look forward with a deeper in- 
terest to the time when he can be a 
business partner with his father, or in 
later years take over all the respon- 
sibility.

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Farmers’ Telephone Lines 
Last 
railroad commissioners set March 16th 
as the date on which they would hold 
a hearing on the question of the inter- 
ference with telephone lines by elec- 
tric transmission lines. Wallaces’ 
Faimer promptly brought this matter 
to the attention of the farmers of the 
state, and as a result, when the hear- 
ing was held, there were some fifty 
or more delegates in Des Moines, rep- 
resenting the various farm telephone 
lines. Before these delegates left for 
home, they had arranged for an organ- 
ization called the lowa Farmers’ Mu- 
tual Telephone Protective Association. 
They also employed an attorney to 
represent the farm telephone interests 
in the hearings to be held before the 
state railroad commission. 

Later, several hearings were held, 
and as the importance of the matter 
developed, the commission finally ap- 
pointed a committee, composed of a 
representative of the electrical en- 
gineering department of the lowa Agri- 
cultural College, a representative of 
the electrical engineering department 
of the Iowa State University, a repre- 
sentative from the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company, arepresentative from 
the American Telephone and _ Tele- 
graph Company, a representative from 
the electric transmission lines, and a 
representative of the telephone com- 
panies of the state. This committee 
was requested to thoroly investigate 
the whole matter, with special refer- 
ence to the interference with telephone 
companies by high-tension electric 
transportation lines, and methods by 
which this interference can be over- 
come. 

Whenever a 
line is placed near a telephone line 
which is not on what is known as a 
metallic circuit, the service of the 
telephone line is interfered with very 
materially, and sometimes rendered 
usel The commercial telephone 
lines are on a metallic circuit, and 
their chief concern is to be protected 
against danger where the high-tension 
electric lines cros 
or the 
telephone companies are 
known as a ground circuit, and a high- 
tension electric line near them may 
entircly destroy their useful . 

The real question 
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fore, is whether the cost of making the 
telephone lines immune to interference 
by high-tension lines, shall be borne by 
the telephone companies or by the 
high-tension companies. This is the 
question which the railroad commis- 
sion must decide. 

In the Des Moines press last week 
appeared an announcement to the ef- 
fect that the railroad commission had 
rendered a decision in favor of the 
telephone lines. This is an error. The 
commission has reached no final deci- 
sion, and will not until the committee 
appointed has had time to make a 
thoro investigation and report. 

In the meantime, the interests of 
the farmers’ telephone lines are being 
looked after by the Farmers’ Mutual 
Telephone Protective Association. All 
farmers’ telephone companies which 
are not in touch with this association 
should protect their own interests by 
joining it at once. Those who may live 
in parts of the state where there are 
no electric power lines do not appre- 
ciate the importance of this case. It 
will be but a short time until the whole 
state is gridironed with such lines, and 
it is of vital importance that the rights 
of the farmers’ telephone lines, which 
were the first on the highway, should 
be fully preserved. 





Cutting Sorghum 


Those of our readers who have had 
experience in growing sorghum or su- 
gar cane for forage, will not need any 
advice from us as to methods of cut- 
ting and curing it; but to those who 
are growing it for the first time, we 
wish to drop a word of caution. The 
temptation is to cut sorghum too early. 
In Iowa and Illinois, it should be al- 
lowed to stand until about the time of 
the first frost. If cut too soon, it is 
likely to be soured by warm weather. 

When allowed to stand until the 
proper time, the curing of sorghum is 
a very easy matter. If cut with a mow- 
er, all that is necessary is to rake it 
up into windrows at once, and then 
bunch it into large cocks. Afterward, 
it can be hauled in and stacked, or it 
can be allowed to remain in cocks un- 
til needed for feed in the winter. By 
putting it in large cocks, it stands the 
weather splendidly, and keeps sweet 
and green. It is a mistake and a waste 
of nutriment to allow it to lie in the 
swath to cure. After the weather is 
cool, it can be raked and cocked at 
once after cutting. 


That Fall Drop in Hog Prices 

We will soon have with us the fall 
drop in hog prices. The accident (7) 
of last year is fresh in our minds. On 
October 16th, Chicago top was $9, but 
thirteen days later it had declined to 
$7.65. Something similar happens ev- 
ery fall, but the manner and violence 
of the drops vary tremendously. Some- 
times the drop begins in September or 
even in August. For instance, in 1911, 
Chicago top was $7.95 the third week 
in August. The price sagged very 
slowly till the middle of September, 
when it hit the toboggan, gliding swift- 
ly down to $6.90 October Ist, and to 
$6.50 at the close. In 1910, hogs had 
been almost as high as at present for 
nearly a year, and on September 10th, 
Chicago top was $10.10. Then came 
the dizy fall to $9.25, September 30th; 
$8.85, October 30th, and $7.30, Novem- 
ber 30th. 

As a rule, however, the great drop 
comes about the middle of October. 
During three weeks in October, the 
market almost invariably drops by 
from 50 cents to $1.60 per ecwt. The 
high point may be reached any time 
from the middle of August to the mid- 
dle of October. But the decline, no 
matter when jt starts, will probably be 
at its worst the last two or three weeks 
of October. 

What about 1916, with values early 
in September the highest on record? 
A few men this year are aiming for the 
October market. Some of them have 
lebruary and early March pigs, which 
have been pushed from the start. If 


they get scared and begin to market 


freely late in September or early Oc- 
tober, we may see a slump of 50 cents 
within a week. But there are probably 
not enough early spring pigs in shape 
for the early October market to cause 
the loss of more than 50 cents or a 
dollar per cwt. early in October. Just 
a little later, the fellows who have a 
short corn crop will get rid of some 
light, thin hogs, sending the market 





off some from late October till about 
Thanksgiving. 

Hog values are mighty high just 
now, and there is a chance for some 
violent price juggling during the next 
three months. But the demand, both 
from abroad and in this country, will 
no doubt be splendid for at least six 
months. Our supply is probably not as 
large as a year ago. Northern Iowa 
didn’t breed so many sows as usual 
last winter, partly because of soft corn 
and partly because of low prices at the 
time of breeding. 

The customary drop is inevitable, but 
we look for a steady undertone, with 
prices becoming settled on a good 
basis some time in December or early 
January.

crop. The July drouth absolutely 
prevented that. But the nice rains that 
fell over most of the corn belt during 
the week ending August 16th, insured 
an average crop over Jarge areas, that 


were on the verge of very serious 
damage. It now looks as tho most of 
the readers of Wallaces’ Farmer will 


benefit by that rare combination of a 
good crop and high prices. 

For the seven corn belt states, July 
rainfall was 1.8 inches, and the tem- 
perature was 80 degrees. The August 
rainfall was 3.1 inches, and the tem- 
perature 76 degrees. Judging from the 
manner in which drouth and heat have 
affected the yield in previous years, 
we estimate the average ac yield in 
the corn belt at 25 bushels, com- 
pared with an average yield of about 
30 bushels, and an actual yield in 1915 
of 31 bushels; 1914, 29.1 bushels; 1913, 
23.5 bushels; 1912, 34.5 bushels, and 
1901, 17.3 bushels. 
timate, September Ist, for 1916, is 28 
bushels, one bushel under 1914, 
three bushels over our rainfall 
mate. Both July and August have been 
drier and hotter this year than in 1914.

There is a striking similarity be- 
tween the government estimates for 
1916 and for 1914. We believe that 


the estimates for both years are high. 
Or, if this is not the case, similarly 
dry, hot weathersin 1913 and 1901 cut 
the yicld much more seriously than in 
1914 and 1916. 

The course of prices is uncertain as 
always. It will be remembered that in 
1914, corn went as low as 62 cents in 
Chicago in December, but that during 
January and February, the _ price 
climbed to as high as 77 and 78 cents. 

The Chicago speculators are now 
betting on a price of 74 to 75 cents in 
December, which is not far wrong on 
the basis of the weather yield. But on 
the basis of the government estimate, 
it is about 5 cents too high, and unless 
corn borrows strength from wheat, we 
would not be surrpised to see some 
lower prices during the next three 
months. 


Down Corn 


Hogging down corn is now becoming 
so popular that we wish to caution our 
readers that it is possible to make 
mistakes. One of the most common 
mistakes is to turn the hogs in the 
corn field, and give them nothing in 
addition but salt and water. The hogs 
will do fairly well when fed in this 
way, but will not make nearly the gains 
that they will make when given access 
to rape, clover or alfalfa pasture in 
addition. Or if pasture of this char- 
acter is not available, they should be 
given free access to tankage, meat 
meal or oil meal. Corn harvested fresh 
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from the field by the hogs themselves, 
may possibly contain just a little more 
of a good type of protein than ordinary 
corn, but it is not perfect from the 
standpoint of protein, and will be 
helped greatly by the addition of an 
abundance of such feeds as rape, clo- 


ver, alfalfa, tankage, meat meal, skim- 


milk, oil meal or middlings. 

Another mistake sometimes made by 
beginners is to use too large a field, 
With ordinary forty or fifty-bushel 
corn, it seeins best to figure on about 
fiteen hogs to the acre. Fifteen pag- 
ture-grown shotes, weighing about 120 
pounds each, will take six or seven 
weeks to clean up an acre of such 
corn, 

Another point to remember is that 
it is not absolutely necessary to send 
hogs off to market immediately after 
they are taken out of the corn. The 
market is generally about at its lowest 
in ‘ate November, when the hogs are 
thru with the corn. If the hogs still 
weigh well under 300 pounds, and there 
is an abundance of corn on hand, it 
may be wise to consider carrying them 
along for a month or so longer. In 
some cases, it may even pay to carry 


the hogs along until February or 
March, But a man must depend very 
largely on his own judgment. The 


point we are bringing out here is that 
it is not absolutely necessary to send 
hogs to market as soon as they are 
taken out of the corn field. 

A few farmers make the mistake of 
turning the hogs in on the corn before 
it is well ripened. By the 10th of Sep- 
tember, corn ordinarily contains only 
about two-thirds as much food mate- 
rial as it will contain a month later, 
Many people think that corn is merely 
drying out, getting rid of surplus mois- 
ture during the month of September. 
As a matter of fact, the corn plant still 
has a large part of its work.to do dur- 
ing the intter part of September, un- 
less it happens to be one of the early 
varieties. Under some conditions, it 
may possibly pay to turn hogs in the 
corn before the middle of September, 
but as a general rule it is best to wait 
until after the first of October. A few 
men have had excellent results by 
planting an early northern variety of 
corn early in May and hogging off late 
in August, crowding their hogs on the 
late August, September or early Octo- 
ber market, before the customary fall 
drop. The average man, however, 
whose hogs come in April, and whose 
corn is of the ordinary 110-day type, 
had best wait till after the middle of 
September or the first of October. 

Another mistake is hogging down 
corn when the field is wet. Ordinarily, 
our weather is fairly dry during the 
greater part of September, October and 
November, but occasionally we have @ 
wet season, and under such conditions 
it is almost impossible for hogs to har- 
vest corn economically. Moreover, they 
dumage the mechanical condition of 
the soil. 

Those of our readers 
have Bulletin No. 143, of the lows 
station, at Ames, on hogging down 
corn, should by ail means send for it. 
While it gives a somewhat roseate 
view of the hogging down practice, 
we nevertheless believe it to be sub 
stantially accurate.

Saving Breeding Stock Out of 
the Fattening Herd

“Tl have retained some sows for 
breeding purposes out of my spring 
pigs, which I pushed along rapidly 00 
self-feeders of corn and tankage, for 
the late summer market. These sows 
now weigh 225 pounds, and I am hor 
ing that I can undo the effect of heavy 
feeding by cutting out most of the 
corn, running them on alfalfa pasture, 
and giving them a fair supply of mi 
Can you suggest anything addition 
which may be done?”

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Editorial Correspondence

the conversation into his own favorite 
field, and, having done this, he asked 
ys why it was that, altho Iowa men 
had achieved distinction as statesmen, 
pusiness men, religious leaders, engin- 
eers. ete., So few Iowa writers and art- 
jsts had been able to secure national 
recognition. He said that Iowa authors 
of real note could be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, if not indeed on 
the thumbs. Then he paused for a 
moment, evidently to give the near- 
cabinet member and myself an oppor- 
tunity to guess which other Iowa liter- 
ary man he had in mind. 

He went on to answer his own ques- 
tion. He said that Iowa was too flat 
and uninteresting to stimulate either 
the literary or the artistic tempera- 
ment. It was fertile land, a place to 
get rich, but there was nothing in our 
surroundings to appeal to the deeper 
emotions. He said that some of his 
early work, which dealt with life in 
the raw in the corn belt, had attracted 
attention, but it was not until he came 
in touch with nature in her more rug- 
ged aspects that he really achieved 
distinction. 

I toid him there were a lot of things 
about lowa farm life that appealed to 
the deeper emotions; that seldom had I 
been more deeply moved than once 
when the cow kicked the pail of milk 
into my face, and in the downward 
sweep of her hoof, scraped the skin off 
my shin, and ended by standing on my 
foot; that getting out before day- 
light, when the thermometer was 
twenty degrees below zero, and finding 
the pump frozen up, and fifty head of 
cattle to water, was likely to stir one 
to the depths. But he seemed to think 
my suggestions were trivial, not to say 
flippant. Those evidently were not the 
emotions he was thinking of. 

And of course there is something in 
the thought suggested by my literary 
friend. These great hills and canyons 
and rushing streams, the color varia- 
tions, the play of light and shade, ap- 
peal both to the emotions and to the 
mental processes. In Towa, we can 
stick a plow into the bosom of Mother 
Karth and rip it up for a quarter of a 
mile. We are masters of the fields. 
About the only time we realize our de- 
pendence and helplessness is when we 
get too much or too little rain. These 
mountains put man in his proper place. 
You take no liberties with them; or, if 
you should do so in your ignorance, 
you soon learn better. They inspire 
thoughts of respect for nature and na- 
ture’s God. They inculcate patience, 
perseverance, calmness of mind, and 
thoughtful consideration. Out here 
they do not go at things with hammer 
and tongs, but after due deliberation. 
I can see how the literary man and the 
artist can find here much to inspire 
and stimulate, much to cultivate the 
imagination. It is such a complete 
change from the mostly flat country of 
the corn belt, that one gets real rest 
Mentally, and entire change of thought. 
It would be a fine thing if every Iowa 
farm family could spend a few weeks 
In these mountains every two or three 
years. , 

It was with great regret that just as 
we had settled down to real enjoyment 
of life here, Mrs. Wallace and I found 
it necessary to start on our return 
trip. We had planned on five days in 
the mountains: but our outgoing trip 
had been so satisfactory that we stole 
two days more, leaving three days for 
the return, 

We left Colorado Springs at noon on 
a Wednesday, and in a very: short time 
Were traveling over the great western 
Plains.

stopped by the side of the road, and ev- 
idently was in trouble. In the thickly 
settled country, autos have become so 
common that one does not often stop 
to ask what is wrong with another car 
unless there is plainly real distress. 
Out here, however, where distances 
are great, one does not care to go by. 
We stopped in this case, and the trou- 
ble was—no gasoline, and twenty miles 
to the next town. So, with the hose 
of the air pump, we siphoned out of 
our tank enough to supply the defi- 
ciency. 

We stopped that night at Goodland, 
Kansas, about 190 miles from Colorado 
Springs. Before we reached there, 
however, we had a litile experience 
with what was to us a new kind of 
mud. It was raining when we left 
Colorado Springs, but we had soon run 
away from it, and the roads had been 
fine and dry. Late in the afternoon, 
we were bowling along at a good clip 
over a slightly rolling country. As we 
topped one rise, we saw on the next a 
car which had stopped, and just this 
side of it the road was well marked 
up with tracks. There was nothing to 
indicate to us the presence of mud, but 
out of caution we slowed down, and as 
we approached the car, our own car 
began to skid. It was necessary to stop 
and put on chains. This mud is worse 
than ours, in that it gathers up on the 
wheels in great flakes; but with chains 
there is no trouble about going along 
fast enough to throw off the mud. 
Without chains, one can make very lit- 
tle progress. 

From Goodland we made east and a 
little north to Phillipsburg, thence east 
to Belleville, in Republic county, which 
is about two-thirds of the way across 
the state from the western border. As 

*I have already noted, the country in 
eastern Colorado looked very well. 
There is not a very large acreage of 
cutlivated crops there, but we passed 
many fields of corn. Like the corn in 
western Nebraska and eastern Wyo- 


ming, it is very short, and the ears | 


are borne close to the ground. It seems 
strange that the folks in the drier sec- 
tions of the west persist in growing 
corn, to the exclusion of some of the 
forage crops which the government 
has found well adapted to their con- 
ditions. I was surprised at the small 
acreage of dry-land crops, which the 
Department of Agriculture has been 
recommending for that country for sev- 
eral years. We have observed that as 
a rule the farmer who moves into a 
new country will do well to be guided 
by the experienced farmers of that 
country in the crops grown and the 
general methods of cutlivation. In the 
great plains country of western Kan- 
sas and eastern Colorado, however, 
there is much to be learned concerning 
the crops best adapted to it. It is not 
many years since that was an open 
cattle country. Many farmers from the 
corn belt have gone in there to make 
homes, and they are trying to grow 
corn under hard conditions. These 
folks would do well to experiment with 
the crops which the Department of Ag- 
riculture is recommending. 

As you come into Kansas from the 
west, the corn grows larger. In a fa- 
vorable season, I suspect they raise a 
fairly good crop for that section. This 
year, however, Kansas has suffered 
terribly from drouth. In that part of the 
western half of the state thru which 
we came, corn was practically ruined, 
the life being literally burned out of it. 
The leaves were all white and brown, 
and the ears had not filled. “The field 
is wasted, the land mourneth; for the 
corn is wasted.” As we got into the 
Solomon river country, the devastation 
was not so complete, but the damage 
is very severe. We drove the last thir- 
ty or forty miles into Belleville in the 
dark. 

The next morning we drove north 
from Belleville to Fairmont, Nebraska. 
Thru this section the corn had not 
been damaged so severely, but the crop 
will be small. Nebraska has fared bet- 
ter than Kansas, and as we went east 
from Fairmont toward Lincoln, we saw 
much fairly good corn. Thru the coun- 
try from Belleville north to Fairmont, 
and then east for a considerable dis- 
tance, there had been a good rain a 
few days before, and the roads were 
still rough from it. This rain made a 
wonderful difference in the corn yield 
thru that country. Evidently, it came 
a day or two before the saving rain in 
Towa, between the 15th and 20th of 
August. The nearer home we got on 
this last day, the more our thoughts 
turned toward sleeping in our own 





beds once more, and we kept going un- 








til we reached home, not a great while | 
before midnight, on Friday. This was 
our longest day’s drive, something 
over three hundred and forty miles. 
Many interesting and amusing inci- 
dents occur on a trip of this kind. One 
of the most amusing to us was the way 
in which various people we met tried 
to do us a favor: On long, hard trips 
of this sort, one’s battery is likely to 
be damaged by over-charging, unless 
there is some device to cut out the 
charging, or the lights are burned to 
take care of the surplus. Consequently, 
during a great deal of the day, we kept 
our headlights going. We met few 
people in western Colorado, and this 
attracted little attention there. As we 
got into Kansas, the folks we met 
would shout as we passed them: “Your 
lights are burning!” When we got far- 
ther into central Kansas and into Ne- 
braska, the invariable expression was: 
“Put out your lights!” This was 
hurled at us with great -vigor by every- 
one fn the other cars. In Iowa, some- 
times people would use the first ex- 
pression and sometimes the second, 
but as a rule they contented them- 
selves with simply pointing a finger 
towards the headlights, or with gently 
smiling and saying nothing. If in some 
way I could can the objurgation which 
was hurled at us so vigorously and so 
often, “Put out your lights!” and use 
it with the young folks at home during 
the long winter evenings, I think the 
saving in our bill for electricity might 
almost pay the expenses of our trip. 
As we climbed out of the Missouri 
river valley, into the green fields of 
Iowa, the remarks of my Wyoming 
friend, “You live in an earthly para- 
dise,” once more came to mind. The 
green fields, the wooded landscape, 
the comfortable homes, the promise of 
a good harvest—even tho it may not be 
as bountiful as some—all make one 
thankful that he lives in a state which 
constitutes the largest body of fertile 
Jand in the world, watered by the rains 
of heaven.

Seed Corn 


An hour spent in testing seed corn 
in the spring may be worth one dollar 
or it may be worth five; it depends 
upon the condition the corn may be in. 
But a few hours would much better be 
spent in the corn field this fall, before 
freezing weather, and here it may be 
worth considerably more. In spite of 
all of our hot weather this season, our 
corn is, on the average, later than 
usual in maturing. If frost should 
come a week or two early, there would 
be a great deal of soft corn. The con- 
dition is not as bad as last year, but 
it is not as good as in an average year. 

During the past five years, there has 
becn so much said on seed corn that 
it is not surrpising if the farmer feels 
like begging for a rest. The agricul- 
tural colleges, the extension workers, 
the agricultural papers, the daily and 
county press, the bankers, the commer- 
cial organizations in the cities—all 
have talked seed corn until the farmer 
who has been growing corn for twenty 
to forty years, is inclined to stop and 
ask himself whether, after all his ex- 
perience, he is not competent to look 
after his own seed corn without being 
exposed to such a storm of admoni- 
tions hurled at him from very quar- 
ter of the compass. Notwithstanding 
this attitude of mind on the part of 
many farmers, we venture to say just a 
few words on this hackneyed subject. 

The great stress has been laid on the 
importance of getting seed corn that 
will grow. That is all right in the 
spring, after the seed corn has been 
selected. That is the time to test it 
and to reject all ears which will not 
grow or which have weak germination. 
But in selecting seed corn in the fall, 
there are other things to keep in mind. 
We do not know all about corn. In 
fact, we do not know as much about 
it as we thought we did a few years 
ago; but there are some things which 
seem to be fairly well demonstrated. 

One of them is that there is great 
variation in the actual yield in bushels 
per acre of corn of different strains. 
A number of years ago, we planted 
some sixty or more ears, one ear to the 
row. We found a variation of from 
twenty-five or thirty bushels an acre 
to over one hundred bushels to the 
acre, from different ears. No one 
could tell by looking at these ears 
which would yield the most, but the 
ear-row test disclosed this remarkable 





difference in yield quality. For that 





reason, the farmer who is growing any 
large amount of corn, and who is mak- 
ing a business of it, ought to have a 
seed plot in which he can study the 
yield of different ears and different 
strains, and select his seed corn with 
a view to increasing his yield per acre. 

Another thing which we now recog- 
nize is that it pays to have corn which 
grows ears at a convenient height 
from the ground. Some stalks will 
bear ears so high that it makes an un- 


comfortable reach. Others will bear 
them so low that it makes the back 
tired to stoop for them. The ideal 


stalk should be strong and sturdy, and 
bear a big, straight-rowed ear, about 
four and a half feet from the ground. 

Another thing we have learned from 
sad experience is that in lowa the ears 
should mature and be well out of the 
way of injury by frost by the first of 
October. Some ears and some strains 
produce corn which does not mature 
by this date. Seed should not be cho- 
sen from these, because in a year of 
early frost it may mean the loss of 
hundreds of dollars. 

In selecting seed for the field crop, 
we would therefore take only those 
ears which are well matured by the 
first of October, which grow on good, 
heavy stalks, preferably in a _ hil] in 
which there are two or three stalks. 
We would pick from a stalk which has 
good brace roots, a stalk that is thick 
and sturdy in every way. If you go 
out and try to do this, you will find 
that there are not a large number of 
such stalks. In fact, you are likely to 
find them fewer than you would sus- 
pect. But it will pay you to take time 
this fall to select enough seed of the 
sort we have described, for next year’s 
crop. Each evening hang up to dry 
the seed which has been picked that 
day. There are many cheap and good 
seed corn hangers on the market. The 
main thing is to keep the ears from 
touching one another, so that there 
will be a good circulation of air; to 
keep them away from damage by rats 
and mice; to hang them where there 
is a good circulation of air, but not in 
the direct sunlight, so that they will 
be thoroly dried out, and then keep 
them dry. 

Why not take the first ten days in 
October, and select about twice as 
much seed corn as you are likely to 
need next spring? That will mean 
much less bother and worry next 
spring; and any surplus will sell at a 
good price. In another article, we will 
deal with the selection of seed for the 
breeding plot. 





Protecting Winter Wheat 


At the annual picnic held on the 
Harris farms, in illinois, August 24th, 
those who gathered were especially in- 
terested in Mr. Harris’ experience in 
protecting his winter wheat with straw 
last winter. A part of the field had 
been covered with straw spread by a 
straw spreader. This part of the field 
made twenty-two bushtis to the acre. 
The remainder of the wheat, which 
was not covered, was practically all 
winter killed, and was plowed up last 
spring. 

It was a striking illustration of the 
value of a straw mulch on the winter 
wheat last winter. The straw was 
spread after the ground was frozen. 
Last winter was a hard winter on 
wheat, and the value of the straw 
mulch was much greater than in an 
ordinary year. In any year, however, 
it is reasonable to suppose that there 
would be some considerable benefit by 
putting the straw back on the wheat. 
In seasons like last winter, when we 
have heavy sleet, it means practically 
the insurance of a crop. 


Wild Licorice 


An Iowa subscriber sends us a sam- 
ple of wild licorice, and wishes to 
know how to get rid of it. Wild licorice 
might be called false cocklebur. At 
first glance, the seed pods look almost 
exactly like cockleburs. But the leaves 
are entirely different. As a matter of 
fact, wild licorice is much more closely 
related to ordinary clover than it is to 
the cocklebur. The blossoms betray 
the fact that it is really a kind of pea, 
as also do the pods when they are 
split open. Wild licorice is a peren- 
nial, which spreads both by seeds and 
by running root-stocks. but it is not 
ordinarily a serious weed, and when it 
gets bad in meadows and pastures, it 
can be fairly easily controlled by plow- 
ing and putting the land into corn. 
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Nebraska's Forty-eighth Annual Fair 





Tf the early settlers of Nebraska could 
have attended the forty-eighth annual 
state fair of that state, at Lincoln last 
week, they would have been astonished 
and amazed at the progress that has been 
made it takes good crops, good terri 
tory to draw from, and good people to 
make a successful fair. Nebraska had 
these in liberal measure, and while only 
twenty-sixth in population of the forty- 
eight states in the Union, yet Nebraska 
ranks seventh in state fair attendance, 
and the fair was so successful this year 
that she may come up a notch higher. . 

The Nebraska management have been 
enterprising and industrious in their work 
for the fair. They have worked, too, 


under considerable of a handicap, as Ne- 
braska has not received the state aid in 
nearly so liberal a proportion as have her 
sister fairs, and is not so richly blessed 
in permanent buildings and in grounds, 
as many other fairs. A fair that furnishes 
the educational exhibits, and creates the 
interest that the Nebraska fair does, should 
have more liberal support from her legis- 
lators, and it is to be hoped that the next 
session of the Nebraska legislature will 
give ner appropriations that will enable 
the management to complete the stock 
pavilion, which is only half finished, put 


mp a new swine pavilion, such as is to be 
found at the lowa State Fair, a machinery 
building, and to make other needed im- 
provements. The fair has demonstrated 
the right to these improvements, beyond 
any ouestion, and farm folks in Nebraska 
should see to it that their representatives 
in the legislature give the fair the sup- 
port which it deserves. There is no rea- 
son why Nebraska should: be behind other 
states in permanent improvements. Like 
the Iowa fair, it is an institution of the 
people, strongly educational and helpful 


in character, and the Nebraska fair should 
not be compelled to labor along under the 
handicap of lack of buildings which she 
really needs. \ constructive program of 
building should be outlined and carefully 
followed up. No institution in the state 
is more popular with the state as a whole 
than the Nebraska State Fair, and all in- 
terests should get behind the fair in a way 





that will insure liberal treatment by the 
next legislature. . 

The Nebraska fair this year was a more 
finished exhibit than any other she has 


heretofore put on. No visitor from within 
or without the state could fail to be im- 
pressed with the splendid resources of 
this great agricultural inland empire, and 
not the least interesting part of the fair 
was the splendid crowds from all sections 
of the state, which were in attendance. 
Monday's attendance was almost 30,000— 
just a few short of that—and it came 
within 1,500 of the Monday record. A rain 
Monday night, making the roads hard to 
travel, cut the Tuesday attendance down 


to a little over 28,000, but Wednesday’s 
attendance, which totaled 53,000, came 
close to tying the high-water mark of 


56,000 for attendance at the Nebraska State 
Fi..c in a single day, and wh.le we do not 
have total figures for the week, we would 
not be at all surprised if it surpassed any 
previous year. ‘The first three days in-

cultural Hall, one of the few permanent 
buildings on the grounds. This triangular- 
shaped building housed a very complete 
exhibit of Nebraska crops this season, and

gave the visitor a splendid idea of the 
crop production of the state. There were 
sixteen exhibits, representing fifteen dif- 
ferent counties—not quite so many as last 
year, when there were twenty—but the 
exhibits were better arranged, of better 


quality, and more complete than ever be- 
fore. One of the features this year was 
the exhibit of Scott's Bluff county, clear 
in the western part of the state. That it 
pays to irrigate was abundantly evidenced 
from the splendid exhibit put on by this 
county. Franklin county had one of the 
best arranged exhibits, but there was lit- 
tle difference between the county exhibits, 
and if a championship award were offered 
for state fair county exhibits, the writer 
is inclined to think that the Nebraska 
fair would carry off the royal purple. For 
years this has been a feature of the Ne- 
braska State Fair, and the interest has 
never waned, Prizes were awarded by 
districts, three districts being the arrange- 


ment. The counties making exhibits were 
as follows: Lancaster, Box Butte, Red 
Willow, York, Furnas, Kimball, Antelope, 


Lincoln, Fillmore, Scott's Bluff, Franklin, 
Pawnee, Webster, Douglas and Kearney 


There was always a crowd at the state 
fishery exhibit. This building is so con- 
structed that the aquariums are on the 


outside, and the crowd passes around them 
under a covered porch. All the species of 
fish common to Nebraska waters were on 
exbibit, from the lowly the rain- 
bow trout and black bass, and they were 
a never-failing source of interest both to 
young and old.

The Nebraska University and Agricul- 
tural College are doing magnificent work 
in their campaign of spreading practical 
and useful knowledge. [In short, all the 
forces that inake for agricultural progress 
in Nebraska were strongly represented. 
The main college exhibit, in a building 
just west of Agricultural Hall, was very 
interesting. There were moving pictures 
which were strongly educational in char- 
acter, and the seats were generally at a 
premium when moving-picture hour came 
around. Among the interesting features 
of the ayricultural college and university 
exhibits, of which there were many, was 
the soil map of Nebraska, in large size, 
and the Nebraska farmer who did not 
thoroly understand his soil, had plenty 
of opportunity to become posted, there be- 
ing young men from the college ready to 
answer any question that the _ visitor 
might desire to ask. <A splendid idea of 
food values was given by the exhibit 
showing what ten cents would buy. This 
exhibit showed that the great field staples 
furnish the cheapest food products. Corn

meal, flour and oat meal were the cheap- 
est values from field crops; apples, the 
highest in calorics of fruits: salt pork, the 


highest in meat; butter, the richest in 
calorics in the dairy line, with cheese a 
close second. The university and college 


building was chock full of interesting ex- 
hibits, and it gave a splendid idea of the 
work the Nebraska institution is doing. 
The State Dairy and Food Department, 
the Nebraska Dairy and Creamery Im- 
provement Association, the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and the State 
Agricultural College all joined hands in 
interesting exhibits in the dairy division. 
The feature of this division was the five 
cows, shown from the Gates County Cow 
Testing Association, the poorest and the 
best cows from this association being 
brought to the fair to demonstrate the 
importance of careful selection of the 
common dairy cow. None of the cows 
were blooded cows, but simply the average 
type of dairy cattle to be obtained in va- 
rious parts of the state. The best cow 
showed an income of nearly $85 over feed 
cost, while the poorest cow showed an in- 


come of a little over $5 over feed cost, 
giving the Nebraska farmer a splendid 
object lesson in the importance of selec- 


tioa of dairy cows. 

The Agricultural College had a _ tent 
near the live stock pavilion, in which 
they exhibited desirable and undesirable 
types of sheep, hogs and steers, bringing 
out the importance of care in selection in 
the type of live stock you put on the farm. 
The visitor interested in studying the best 
types of live stock, either dairy or beef, 
was enabled to obtain plenty of helpful 
information at the various exhibits. Much 
more could be said about the fair from 
an educational standpoint, but we have 
perhays given our readers sufficient, and 
lack of space wilt not permit further 
details. 


The machinery exhibit at Nebraska this 


year was fully up to standard. While a 
few of the larger exhbbitors of several 
years ago, who have not been making 
any of the fairs, were absent, yet there 
were lots of smaller exhibitors, as well 
as many large ones, and the man who 
wanted to be fully posted on the labor- 


saving machinery for the farm, was en- 
abled to get a good line on what the man- 
ufacturers are making, by the machinery 
exhibit this year. Electric lighting plants 
for farm homes were more numerous than 
usual, and the exhibit all the way thru 
drew good crowds. 

Clean, healthful amusement was pro- 
vided for the Nebraska crowd. The Ne- 
braska State Band, a band of which any 
state could be proud; the Kilties Band, 
with soloists, and several other bands, 
furnished ample free entertainment in the 
live stoci building and in the auditorium, 


where plenty of comfortable seats were 
provided for the crowd. The race track 
furnished the usual features, the crowd

being well entertained by the vaudeville 


features between the races. Miss Ruth 
Law, the aviatrix who visited the lowg 
State Fair, gave a good exhibition of ayj- 
ation by daylight flights, and by night 
flights, illuminated by fireworks. Misg 


Law's flights were not as sensational as 
those of Beachey and Smith, in former 
years, very few stunts boing attempted, 
but in some measure this was a relief to 
the audience, especially to those who were 
of a nervous temperament, and her flights 
were very interesting. The races were 
about the usual state fair program, purseg 
ranging from $200 to $1,000 being offered. 

What was generally considered the best 
showing of live stock, quality and num- 


bers both considered, was made at Ne- 
braska this year. There may have been 
larger numbers of live stock on the 
grounds in previous years, but, on the 
whole, it was a better rounded out ex- 
hibit in the various divisions, and the 
dairy cattle show was unusually good, 


The Holsteins, with 162 head, led all the 
cattle breeds in numbers. Special com. 
ment on the live stock show, and the 
awards as made by the various judges, 
follow in this report. 


We congratulate President Oliis, 
retary Mellor, and the board of manage- 
ment on the success of the Nebraska fair 
this year. We predict greater success 
in the future, as the strongly educational 
character of the Nebraska fair is bound 
to mean much for its future progress, and, 
with proper state support, the Nebraska 
fair is bound to make wonderful progress 
within the next few years. The fair is al- 
together one in which the citizens of Ne. 
braska, and particularly the farm folkg. 
may well take pride.

The Short-horns 
The excellence of Nebraska’s pure-bred 
Short-horns is well represented in the 
state fair exhibit. In competition with 
outsiders, Nebraska has been making a 
strong showing for a number of years, 


This year all the championships for fe- 
males at both Lincoln and Des Moines, 
went to Nebraska. At Lincoln, it was 
largely a Nebraska exhibit, but with some 
strong competition from lowa and Kan- 
sas. Tomson Bros., of Kansas, won grand 
championship on their senior yearling, 
Village Marshall, and Rees won the female 
championships, winning grand champion- 
ship on his junior yearling, Lenora Goods.

The Hog Show 


While the markets are offering very en- 
couraging prices for the production of 
pork, and swine breeders wear a smile of 
satisfaction, the extremely hot weather of 
the past season, and the high prices of 
feed, were not encouraging to the fitting 
of show stock for the state fair, yet the 
swine show was almost up to the usual 
standard in numbers and high character 
of exhibits. The pens this year contained 
1,700 head of swine, as compared with 
1.900 last year. This year, six breeds were

represented, and last year, five. As usual, 
the Duroc Jerseys led in numbers, with 
674 head, the Polands coming next, with 
421, and the other breeds as _ follows: 
Hampshires, 254; Chester Whites, 265; 
Muilefoots, 55, and Berkshires, 14. The 
Hampshires made a very substantial gain 
over last year, and the Chester Whites 
also made a slight gain, but the other 
breeds fell behind, except the Berkshires, 
which were not represented a year ago, 
The Duroc Jersey show was _ specially 
strong, both in numbers and strength of 
the exhibits. The classes were large, the 
boar pig class numbering 76, and the sow 
pig class 68, both of which gave the judge 
an unenviable task. The class of aged 
Duroc boars numbered eight, with three 
extra good ones at the top. The aged sow 
class contained the grand champion win- 
ner at Des Moines, Critic’s Perfection, 
owned by the United States Indian School, 
of Nebraska. She was placed at the head 
of the class here, with a very strong win- 
ner in second place, owned by Kern. The 
competition was such as to cause consid- 
erable comment and speculation as to the 
grand champion winners, some of the 
ringside talent favoring the Indian School 
entry for grand champion honors. How- 
ever, she did not make as good a showing 





the next day for championship honors as 





she did in class, and Judge Hockett, who 
was very critical, turned her down, as he 
did a former champion boar. The under- 
year sow ciass was one of the strongést 
of the whole show, and in this class Kern 
made a very strong winning, capturing 
first, second and third, his first prize 
winner, Sensation’s Best, also being the 
grand champion. The senior and grand 
champion boar was Big Sensation, owned 
by Taylor & Kern, and the junior cham- 
pion boar was Sensation Wonder 34d, 
owned by Kern, both champions being by 
the same sire, Sensation Wonder 2d. If 
space would permit, other winners in the 
Duroc show are worthy of special men- 
tion, the aged boar owned by Wallace & 
Taylor being exceptionally good, as were 
some of the younger boars, including some 
that did not win first place. The Poland 
Chinas did not make the strong showing 
that they have made heretofore, but the 
show was sufficiently large and the com- 
etition close enough to interest the fol- 
owers of this popular breed, who crowded 
the ringside. It was an all-Nebraska ex- 
hibit, with Meese the winner of both 
grand championships. The Chester White 
show was largely a Nebraska exhibit, but 
included some strong competition from 
Iowa. Alden Anderson, of Iowa, won se- 
nior and grand championship on his sow,

The sheep show at Lincoln this year 
represented both the mutton and wool 
breeds, there being almost as many dif- 
ferent breeds represented as there were 
exhibitors Most of the classes were 
small, and the size of the sheep show was 
net in keeping with the strong demand 
for sheep at this time.

From the standpoint of attendance, 
quality of stock, and number of animals 
in competition, the Minnesota State Fair, 
held last week at Hamline, came up to 
its usual high standard.

The Minnesota fair is of particular in- 
terest to live stock breeders, because the 
stock show is made up quite largely of 
animals which have been passed on by 
other judges at the Iowa fair, just pre- 


ceding it. There many of them meet for 


the second time, and also meet others not 
shown at the Iowa fair. At the Minne- 
sota fair, championships decided at Iowa 
often are reversed, and sometimes those 
which did not appeal to judges at the 
first show are placed at the top there. 


This year's fair brought out a good corn 
show, in which professional exhibitors 
lost out to a novice. The county exhibits 
were above standard, and in the same 
building was a remarkable wool exhibit, 
prepared by the State Wool Growers’ As- 
sociation. The machinery display was 
large, covering approximately seventy 
acres, where hundreds of new and im- 
proved types of farm equipment were in- 


spected. One of the interesting educa- 
tional exhibits was that of the building 
materials department, where a series of 
model wood houses, completely equipped 


with lights and conveniences, were on dis- 
play The building probably in- 
cluded the largest exhibit of honey ever 
seen at a Minnesota fair. The fruit dis- 
play in the horticultural building was par- 
ticularly strong, showing the possibilities 
of Minnesota .as a fruit state.

The lop-sided mother is bit- 
ing a sandwich while she holds the 
baby on one hip, and a small boy 
with a bottle of pop in one hand, is 
eating a sandwich. Flies are every- 
where, and the comment is: ‘Wonder 
what kind of a race we'd have if we 
were half as careful.” 

The cartoon doubtless had more 
weight with those who had not visited 
the fair and observed the many educa- 
tional exhibits for the benefit of par- 
ents. There were baby health confer- 
ences. with the object of reducing in- 
fant mortality, improving babies, and 
the race thru them; of educating the 
public interest in child welfare, and 
of giving practical help in caring for 
babies. There were the lessons and 
lectures in the home economics audi- 
torium, where mothers were taught to 
fecd their families scientifically; there 
were bulletins and leaflets galore—all 
aiming towards the improvement of 
And these 
were not all given out by the state— 
the life insurance companies issued 
some of the most helpful bulletins that 
could come into the home. There were 
demonstrations, too, of the open-air 
school for children, and the latest ap- 
pliances for the care of the child. 

There was rejoicing among the 
friends of the children when Presi- 
dent Wilson signed the child labor bill, 
and especially in the headquarters of 
the Mothers’ Congress and the Parent- 
Teachers’ Association. The promise 
of improvement in the race is great. 





Mental Tests for Babies 


Baby health contests justify them- 
selevs by the interest they arouse in 
the improved physical development of 
the children of the state, no matter 


what the cost. The entries for the 
better-babies contest at the state fair 
this year were cut down by infantile 
paralysis, but enough babies were en- 
tered to form the most attractive ex- 
hibit on the fair grounds. In their 
glass house, with the doctors, white- 
capped nurses, and mothers—in one 
case, a father—they were the observed 
of all the observers on the porch, or 
those lucky enough to get a seat in the 
auditorium. 

We stood a minute watching one boy 
of probably two years, in the mental 
test. The doctor held a book with a 
picture of a baby, and apparently said: 
“Kiss the baby,’ for the wee man 
brought it up as if to kiss as directed. 
The mother smiled proudly, and we 
are sure it was the father who called 
out: “That’s the boy!” 

The following tests for mental de- 
velopment of the different ages will be 
of interest to many Wallaces’ Farmer 
mothers. The perfect score for all 
ages is 20. Attention, facial expres- 
sion, irritability and disposition should 
be considered during the examination, 
and included in the total marking, with 
a valuation of 5. 

Six Months—Child sits unsupported 
for a few minutes (3). Balances head 
(3). Eye follows a bright object (5). 
Looks in direction of an unexpected 
sound (5). Child seizes an object and 
holds it (4). 

Twelve Months—Stands and walks 
with support (4). Makes a few sounds, 
such aS Mam-mam, da-da, co-oo (4). 
Plays with toys (4). Attempts to use 





in pictures (4). Clings to mother (1). 

Kighteen Months—Child walks and 
runs alone (5). Says a few words, 
such as mama, papa, baby (5). Points 
to common objects in pictures (5). 
Imitates a few simple movements, such 
as placing hands on head or clapping 
hands (5). 

Two Years—Runs (4). Repeats two 
or three words (5). Knows features 
(4). Obeys simple commands, such as 
“Throw me the ball” (4). Imitates 
movements (3). 

Two and One-half Years—Talks in 
short sentences (5). Knows names of 
members of the family (3). Roughly 
copies a circle (4). Recognizes self in 
mirror (4). Imitates more complex 
movements (4). 

Three Years—Talks distinctly (4). 
Repeats sentences of six simple words 
(6). Repeats up to two numerals— 
meaning repeats first one numeral and 
then two numerals (5). Enumerates 
objects in a complex picture and at- 
tempts to describe it (5). 

Four Years—Knows its sex (4). 
Names familiar objects, such as key, 
knife, etc. (4). Repeats three numerals 
(4). Compares two sticks (can select 
the longer), (4). Distinguishes the 
longer of two lines (4). 

Five Years—Compares weights and 
lengths (5). Copies a square (5). 
Counts four pennies (5), Describes a 
picture (5). 





Chopped Pickle

follows: Green tomatoes; cabbage, one- 
fourth as much as tomato; carrots, one- 
fourth as much as tomato; onions to taste, 
whole cloves tied in bags, white or brown 
sugar, vinegar. Chop tomatoes with a 
chopping knife, and put in colander to 
drain. Chop cabbage, boil with tomatoes 
in small quantity of vinegar. Boil carrots 
in salted water until well done; chop, and 
add to cooked tomatoes and cabbage.

Suggestions From State Fair 
Lectures 


We like to attend the lectures of the 
household economics department at the 
Iowa Strate Fair, even tho the lecturer 
has bulletins on the topics on which she 
talks, which supposedly give the gist of 


the lecture, because the remarks on the 
side are usually of as much value as the 
lectures themselves. A question from a 


listener may bring out a line of talk even 
more interesting than the lecture. Helpful 
suggestions and household hints to take 
heme with one, for practical use, make 
these lectures of benefit to all who hear 
them. ‘The regret is that more can not 
avail themselves of the privilege. Some 
of the good ideas we brought home were: 

A package of new hairpins provides the 
most convenient method of fastening tagg 
securely on baked goods for exhibition. The 
two prongs of the pin make the loss of 
the tag impossible. 

In judging baked products, rinse out 
the mouth with salt and water between 
If cheap baking powder has been 
used in cakes or doughnuts, it will leave 
an acid taste. A tang in the mouth after 
eating a morsel of cake detracts from the 
score of the most palatable. 

In judging doughnuts, slice across the 
entire doughnut, to get a view of the texe- 
ture of the whole, and not of one section 
only. Taste the crust, and see if the fla- 
vor is bitter; also note if.it crumbs. 

Cut a loaf cake in the center. Cake 
baked with too much baking powder will 
always be coarse in texture. As soon ag 
cut, smell it for soda. There should be 
no ledge at the bottom, but a uniform 
texture. 

If cake cracks, it has had either too 
much flour, too little shortening, or too 
hot a fire. 

Don’t grease the sides of the pan for 
butter cakes; this will prevent their froth- 
ing over. The cake has something to hold 
on to in the ungreased sides, 

An icing highly recommended for cakes 
was as follows: One coffee cup of C su- 
gar, one cup of white sugar, one-half cup 
of water, a little butter. Cook slowly 
until it strings, and pour over the well- 
beaten whites of two eggs. The sugar 
flavors it. 

A cake and its icing should harmonize, 
just as colors harmonize; don’t use pine- 
apple frosting on chocolate cake.

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Our Sabbath School Lesson

Review 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Lesson 
for September 24, 1916.) 

The lessons of the quarter still deal 
with the early church. All of them 
deal with Paul and his teachings, and 
more than half are from the book of 
Acts. The first lesson of the quarter 
deals with events following close after 
those of the last preceding quarter. 
After his arrest and deliverance at 
Philippi, Paul went to Thessalonica, a 
great trading point. Here he followed 
his custom of talking to the Jews first, 
referring them to the prophecies of 
their own church, that the Christ must 
suffer and die, and telling them that 
this is the Christ he is preaching to 
them. Most bitter opposition arose at 
this new teaching. The more spiritu- 
ally minded believed and consorted 
with Paul and Silas. Naturally, the 
old synagogue made trouble for the 
new. It is small wonder that a mob 
was collected. Paul and Silas were 
immediately sent away by night, and 
came to Berea, some fifty-one miles 
away. Here the word was preached 
successfully, but the Jews of Thessa- 
lonica, hearing of this, came and 
stirred up the multitudes; and Paul 
left quietly and secretly to seek a new 
field of labor. 

The second lesson is taken from 
Paul’s first letter to the church which 
he had founded at Thessalonica, prob- 
ably some six months before the letter 
was written. This letter was written 
to clear up the ideas of these Chris- 
tians at Thessalonica on the second 
coming of Christ. They had expected 
this second coming soon, and were 
worrying as to what would happen to 
those of their friends who died before 
this coming. He tries to set at rest 
their fears, as he does not wish them 
to sorrow as those that have no hope. 
He points them to the resurrection of* 
Christ. 

The third lesson finds Paul at Ath- 
ens, preaching to the philosophers. 
This seems to have been an informal 
mecting on Mars Hill, where the 
learned and excitement-loving people 
of the city gathered. Referring to an 
inscription he had seen “To an Un- 
known God,” he declares to them the 
true God. We can well imagine that 
there would be breathless silence when 
Paul began to reveal this unknown 
God by saying that “the God that made 
the world” did not dwell in temples 
Made with hands, nor thru images 
made of silver or gold, nor could He be 
worshiped by men’s hands, as tho He 
needed anything, seeing He had made 
all things and. gave life. Then he 
quotes one of their own poets: “For 
we are also his offspring.” Now that 
He is revealed, and the times of ignor- 
ance are past, He calls on all men to 
repent, “all men everywhere.” He tells 
them of Christ and the resurrection. 
Some believed; others said they would 
hear him again some other time. 

Lesson four tells of the founding of 
the church at Corinth, where Paul 
Stayed something like a year and a 
half. He worked at his trade of tent- 
Making. We can readily imagine him 
working in the shop or store at the 
trade he had learned in his youth, and 
88 Opportunity offered discussing with 
his fellow workers and employers the 
question uppermost in the Jewish mind 
in those days: When will the Messiah 
come? and convincing them that He 
had indeed come, that Jesus of Naza- 
reth, rejected and crucified as He was, 
was the true Messiah, that He had 
risen from the dead, and thus it was 
demonstrated in the most convincing 
Way that He was indeed the Son of 
God. We find Paul in the synagogue 
on the Sabbath, and as this was con- 


ducted much as is our modern prayer- 
Meeting, but with larger attendance 
and greater interest, there was ample 
opportunity to advocate his views. The 
Crowds would naturally increase when 


such a subject was discussed by a 
Workman, a tent-maker, and in a way 
of unsurpassed ability both in the co- 





gency of his reasoning, his wide infor- 
mation, and consuming zeal. Opposi- 
tion and divisions arose, and Paul left 
off preaching in the synagogue, and 
established a church in the house of 
Justus, near the synagogue. The chief 
ruler of the synagogue became con- 
verted, with all his house. This was 
the beginning of a prosperous church. 

Lesson five is part of the first letter 
written to this Corinthian church, 
some months later, during his third 
missionary journey. Many questions 
are taken up. Paul is prepared, thru 
providence and the grace of God, to 
answer all questions that have to do 
with man’s interest as a moral agent. 
His teachings in his letters meet the 
issues of today as well as of his time. 
In this lesson he dwells particularly 
on the concern or anxiety with which 
the gospel is to be presented or 
preached. Paul would know nothing 
among these people “save Christ, and 
him crucified.” He believes that the 
gospel is to be so preached as to be 
adapted to those who hear, and that 
because of its preséritation they may 
be able to accept it. 


The sixth lesson is also from I Corin- 
thians, and deals with Christian love. 
Paul defines it by describing the ef- 
fects on human character, much as 
Jesus defined in the Beatitudes the 
character of the citizens of the king- 
dom He came to establish. The man 
in whom this love reigns is long-suf- 
fering. We endures all sorts of trials 
and persecutions without losing faith 
in man, nor hope. He does not envy, 
but makes the best of his own. He 
speaks no word of vain boasting, nor is 
he self-conceited. He does not do un- 
seemly things, nor discourteous. He 
does not give way to anger, nor rejoice 
over the discovery of evil in another, 
but rejoices when truth is revealed. 
He bears with human weakness, and 
has confidence in others so long as 
there is any ground for it. The Cor- 
inthians had failed in many of these 
ways. 

Lessgn seven is from the second let- 
ter to this same Corinthian church, and 
deals with the grace of giving. It was 
written while Paul was on his way 
back to Jerusalem, after his third mis- 
sionary journey, with many difficulties 
pressing him. There were divisions. 
Some were denying the resurrection. 
Paul was laboring with this, and the 
other churches in an effort to instill in 
them the real spirit of Christ’s teach- 
ings, and to bring about true Chris- 
tian fellowship between them, thru 
which those who were wealthy would 
galdly help those less fortunate. He 
wanted them to grip this essential 
principle of the Christian faith: the ob- 
ligation to give both of personal serv- 
ice and of their material possessions 
to spread the gospel. He tries to 
make them understand that giving is a 
Christian grace, an acknowledgment 
of their gift from Christ, and that a 
reward will come to the giver. He 
commends them on what they have 
done, making them an example for 
others to follow. He wants them to 
have their gifts ready, that the giving 
may be free-hearted. He regards be- 
nevolence as necessary to the proper 
rounding out of a Christian character, 
and reminds them that the giver bene- 
fits according to-the size of the gift, 
that is, in proportion to what he is 
able to give. He reminds them that 
right giving does not impoverish the 
giver. All this applies now as then; 
and never was there a time when mon- 
ey was more sorely needed, nor for as 
many worthy objects. 

Lesson eight tells of the riot at Eph- 
esus during the grand holiday in con- 
nection with the worship of the god- 
dess Diana. All Ephesus prided itself 
on being the keeper of Diana, and the 
image in the temple was said to have 
fallen down from Jupiter. Therefore, 
when Paul told the people of the true 
God, and tried to persuade them that 
Diana was no goddess, it would make 
considerable commotion among her 
followers. It also threatened the chief 
business of the city, the making of 
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shrines and images. A mob soon gath- 
ered, and for two hours, mob-like, they 
howled: “Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
sians.” The town clerk of the city ap- 
pears and makes a shrewd appeal to 
the people. He tells them the dignity 
of Diana is secure, that Paul and his 
friends had committed no crime, and 
that the court is the place to make 
charges against them. He appeals to 
their civic pride and common-sense, 
and also to their fears. Then, as now, 
when preaching threatens the prosper- 
ity of any evil business, those who 
profit from it set about making trouble 
for the preacher, but they never give 
their real reason for their active oppo- 
sition to the gospel and to those who 
preach it. 

Lesson nine tells of Paul’s farewell 
to the Ephesian church, some months 
later. He is now on his way to Jerusa- 
lem, but does not have time to stop at 
Ephesus, so asks the elders to meet 
him at the seaport of Miletus. After 
appealing to their recollection of the 
spirit and character of his ministry, 
he reminds them of their most solemn 
responsibility. Their primary office 
was to oversee and govern the flock. 
He reminds them that it is also their 
duty to feed the flock; but as prepara- 
tory to their proper feeding, they must 
first take heed to their own lives and 
set a good example. He touches on the 
tendency to split into factions, and 
urges them to watch and remember 
his warnings. He commends them to 
God, and adverts to his own faithful- 
ness in teaching, that he had preached 
them a full gospel both by precept 
and example. He urges them to sup- 
port the weak. It is not surprising 
that they bade him farewell with deep 
sorri®y, knowing they would not see 
him again. 

The tenth lesson deals with Paul’s 
defense of himself to the Corinthians. 
His first epistle had led to the reform 
of many of the most glaring abuses in 
the church at Corinth. There was, 
however, a section of the church, evi- 
dently led by members from Jerusa- 
lem, who inaugurated bitter warfare 
against the apostle. Some time before 
this he had sent Titus to Corinth to 
get the real situation there. They 
made many charges against Paul, and 
in the lesson he makes his defense, and 
with marvelous kindliness. He tells 
them something of what he has en- 
dured since his conversion, the perils 
and persecutions which he has gone 
thur. He tells them that in addition to 
physical suffering, he has been borne 
down constantly by his anxiety for all 
the churches he had founded, and with 





which he had béen in consant commu- 
nication. He tells them of his deep 
anxiety for individuals, for the weak 
and fallen. He then describes the rev- 
elations made to him as a token of 
Divine approval, and which no one else 
had shared. He tells them that he had 
a vision in which he was caught up 
into the Paradise of God, in which he 
saw things that could not be expressed. 

Lessons eleven and twelve tell of 
the religious mob which threatened 
Paul on his visit to Jerusalem, a mob 
made up of most zealous worshipers 
of the true God, the most orthodox 
Jews, who held that a man could not 
become a Christian unless he became 
first a Jew and observed all their 
forms and cerem»ynies, and lived the 
life of a Jew. A Christian assembly 
had been held there some fourteen 
years before, and it was then decided 
that Gentile converts need not bcome 
Jews. The two factions had grown 
farther and farther apart, and it was 
to win these strict Jews over to the 
truth that Paul made the journey to 
Jerusalem, at every stage of which he 
was warned of impending calamity. He 
spent the first day with his brethren. 
The next day there was an assembly of 
all the churches of the city, and Paul 
gave a full account of his work for 
the fourteen years. They confirmed the 
decision of fourteen years ago, with 
regard to the Gentiles, but asked that, 
on account of the attitude of the strict 
Jews, Paul would take four men who 
were under a Nazirite vow, and go with 
them to the temple to pay their dues 
on the fulfillment of their vow. Here 
his old enemies found him, and gath- 
ered a mob. The Roman sentinel in 
the tower of Antonio saw this. A 
squad of soldiers rushed to the temple, 
and their commander arrested Pauf, 
believing him to be the noted ring- 
leader of a recent insurrection. Paul 
asked him if he might speak with him. 
When he learned that Paul was a free- 
born Roman, and a citizen of Tarsus, 
he granted him permission to address 
the mob. 

The twelfth lesson deals with this 
address to the mob, which was in He- 
brew. He tells them he is a Jew, born 
in Tarsus, and educated at the feet of 
Gamaliel, and he also tells them of his 
persecutions of the Christians. Then 
he tells how the risen Lord appeared to 
him as he was on his way to Damascus 
to persecute the Christians. He tells 
of the light that appeared, blinding 
him for a season. He tells how Ananias 
came to him and laid his hands on him, 
and that he received his sight and was 
filled with the Holy Ghost. He telis 
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them that while in a trance, the Lord 
told him to go and preach to the hated 
Gentiles. The mob refused to listen 
further, and would have made short 
work of Paul, had he not been rescued 
by the Roman captain. The captain 
starts to try him by-.scourging, but de- 
sists when Paul intimates that he is a 
Roman citizen; and the next day he is 
brought before the priests and council 
to be tried.

As a clincher, she add- 
ed, reductio ad absurdum, “If He has, 
I must say it’s very poorly managed!” 
And so it seems. For, surely, the great 
waste of waters last spring, when we 
were so anxious to plow, would have 
been a thousand times more beneficial 
if properly distributed over the past 
two months of drouth. There is only a 
tctal deficiency of precipitation, since 
the first of January, of .52 of an inch; 
yet that for the first three weeks of 
August was 1.33, and that for July, 
which I haven’t at hand, must have 
been much worse. There have been 
occasional light showers in spots; but 
in other spots not even these during 
the past two months; and, of course, in 
such places the corn is greatly dam- 
aged. An old farmer friend told me his 
wouldn’t make ten bushels to the acre. 
He did so, by the way, without appar- 
ent emotion. It isn’t, with him, the 
terrible calamity which many of us 
might regard it. He will simply econo- 
mize a bit, and, maybe, eke out some 
other way for a year. It all comes in 
the long run—good, bad and indiffer- 


‘ent; and happy is he who has learned, 


like this old soldier of the soil, “in 
whatsoever state am therewith to be 
content.” 

Yet how eagerly we scan the clouds 
at such times, and note every sign. “I 
felt a drop of rain!” exclaimed Mar- 
jorie, “and there’s another right on my 
nose!” And I match them up with one 
on the bald spot of my crown, and an- 
other on the hand, until, altogether, 
we counted seven! And then the wind 
died away, and, how provoking, the 
stars came out, and our shower was 
over. It does seem as tho even St. Paul 
must have felt some slight surgings of 
disconte.it at such a denouement. 

But, never mind. Let us not anaylze 
too closely our state of mind under 
trial, or pick to pieces our creeds un- 
der disappointment. We’re—all thank- 
ful when, after many days, “the clouds 
poured out water; the skies sent out a 
sound; thine arrows also went abroad,” 
and whether the good Lord did it by a 
special providence, or simply arranged 
for it ten thousand million years ago, 
when He wrote down Natural Law in 
the book of the universe, our hearts 
swell with gratitude just the -same; 
and we answer with a firm and humble 
negative the question bobbing up be- 
fore that glorious rain came, and find- 
ing utterance in David’s words: ‘Hath 
Ged forgotten to be gracious? Hath he 
in anger shut up his tender mercies?” 
No! “Thou visitest the earth and wa- 
terest it. Thou preparest them 
corn when thou hast so provided for 
it. . . . Thou crownest the year 
with thy goodness; and thy paths drop 
fatness.” Yes, even though they may 
be, here and there, just a little lean.

In leaving these 
spaces in a direct line with the inlet 
gate, your pigs will scatter out all over 
the field, and follow these spaces; 
hence will not get wet or scabby.

Favors Gluten Feed 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your issue of August 25th, some 
advice given to a Kansas correspond- 
ent, on a dairy ration, has come to my 
notice. You make several statements 
in regard to the feeding value of glu- 
ten feed, to which I must take strong 
exceptions. It is stated in your article 
that “gluten feed at $33 a ton is too 
high when cottonseed meal or*oil meal 
may be had for $40 a ton, and corn or 
hominy may be had for less than $35 a 
ton. Gluten contains only about seven 
pounds more of protein in each hun- 
dren pounds than bran, while in the oth- 
er food elements it is very little if any 
richer than bran.” 

I would call your attention to the 
amounts of digestible nutrients in some 
of the above feeds, according to Henry 
and Morrison’s “Feeds and Feeding.” 


DIGESTIBLE NUTRIENTS IN ONE 
HUNDRED POUNDS. 
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You will observe from these figures 
that gluten feed has slightly 


tal digestible nutrients pep*juindted, 


pounds than cottonseed mégal, and de- 
cidedly more than wheat fan. There 
is, of course, a higher antount of pro- 
tein in cottonseed meal than in gluten} 
but this is hardly worth ‘the extra $7 
per ton. 

As you say, gluten is not so very pal- 
atable, but I think the majority of 
practical men will agree that i¢ is no 
less palatable than cottonseed meal. 

Wheat bran at $22 per ton is un- 
questionably a better buy than gluten 
at $33, but at the stated prices I should 
consider gluten more economical than 
cottonseed meal or oil meal.

Remarks: Our New York friend is 
referring to a higher grade of gluten 
feed than that specified by our Kansas 
correspondent. The latter specifies a 
gluten feed containing 23 per cent of 
crude protein and 2 per cent of fat, or 
about 19.3 per cent digestible protein 
and 1.7 per cent digestible fat. Such 
a grade of gluten at $33 a ton certainly 
has little if any advantage over cotton- 
seed meal at $40 a ton, under corn belt 
conditions. We have yet to find the 
cow that does not prefer cottonseed 
meal to gluten feed.—Editor. 


Calf Ration 


A Colorado correspondent writes: 

“Please advise me as to a grain ra- 
tion for calves which are getting skim- 
milk and alfalfa hay. Our calves are 
mostly pure-bred Jerseys, which are 
being raised for the dairy.” 

Under corn belt conditions, the best 
grain ration for calves getting skim- 
milk and alfalfa hay is corn. In a 
cheap way, it furnishes the very things 
which are needed to complete the ra- 
tion. But under Colorado conditions it 
may be that oats, barley or kafir corn 
will be cheaper. Any of the cereals 
should answer the purpose splendidly. 
Our correspondent should feed enough 
grain in connection with the alfalfa 
and skim-milk to keep the calves in 
good flesh but not fat.

Poultry for the 1917 Fair 
Each year, a few faithful exhibitors 
at the state fair have said: “Perhaps 
in another year we will have a new 
building,” but the old building has re- 
mained, altho the old, clumsy coops 
have been replaced by Empire coops, 
and the judging table has been aban- 
doned for coop judging. This year, the 
chances for a new building seem good, 
for the exhibits at the fair demonstrat- 
ed the need for more room, and the 
quality of* the exhibits was such that 
the poultry building was one of the 
drawing cards of the fair. 

Why pay enormous sums to get 
“thrillers” and dare-devil performers 
for the entertainment of Iowa at the 
state fair, and have inadequate hous- 
ing for one of the attractions which is 
educational and inspirational as well 
as one of the best paying crops? Ex- 
hibitors took this view, and secured a 
long list of names to a petition for a 
new building. Heading one of the pe- 
titions was the name of ex-Secretary 
of Agriculture, James Wilson, who has 
always been a friend of the Iowa hen. 

The number of birds shown was 2,600 
—the biggest exhibit ever made at our 
state fair. The turkeys were especially 
fine this year, and accommodations for 
them: were comfortable. The turkey 
coops and coops for the 1,000 birds 
overflow after the fair coops were 
filled, were borrowed from the local 
poultry association and breeders. 

Poultry lovers commented on the 
new suits of the chickens this season. 
Possibly the hot weather hastened the 
moult; perhaps good management had 
a share in it—but as a whole the birds 
were in exceptionally good plumage 
for the season. Leghorns were a much 
larger class than usual. Reds and 
Rocks were fine classes, but this could 
be said of all the American breeds, and 
there were classes in almost every 
standard breed of chickens. Some of 
the credit of the large entries un- 
doubtedly belongs to the members of 
the local poultry association, who took 
up the matter of boosting breeds at a 
meeting of the local association previ- 
ous to the show, and did individual 
work in the matter of writing letters 
and ‘phoning breeders, asking them to 
make an entry for the good of the 
poultry industry. 

One of the interesting features of 
the poultry building was the exhibit of 
flocks. Thirty flocks of ten birds each 
were yarded in small pens in the 
south wing of the poultry building. 
These flocks showed off to better ad- 
vantage than did the birds in the cops. 
City people, especially parents with 
children, would stand looking at the 
cock and hens making themselves at 
home on the fair grounds, and watch 
them scratch as if hens had never 
scratched before; while the laying of 
an egg was a real event. 

We have been asked why we do not 
give the complete list of awards in 
the poultry department of Wallaces’ 
Farmer. We consider the list of prize 
winners is not of great value unless 
the number of birds in the class is 
given, and this information is not eas- 
ily obtained. Then, too, the winnings 
of neighboring states are of equal in- 
terest to some of our readers, and the 
columns devoted to the poultry depart- 
ment will not stretch to include them 
all. An inquiry addressed to the sec- 
retary of the fair, with stamped ad- 
dressed envelope, will bring the names 
of prize winners in any special class. 

The Ames college poultry depart- 
ment and extension work was crowded 
out of the poultry building this year, 
and the work was demonstrated in the 
college building. Professor Bitten- 
bender, in charge of this department, 
reported much interest in the work of 
the college for the development and 
improvement of the hen.

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men or two from a breeder's yard, that | 
they may have some idea of his stock | 
in case they wish to buy eggs for | 


hatching in the spring. If a prospec- 
tive buyer is taken with the appear- 
ance of a cock that will head a next 
spring’s pen, he is apt to take a card 
and write for eggs for hatching, 
whether the male is or is not accompa- 
nied by other specimens. A single bird 
is enough to put the breeder’s name in 
the list of exhibitors—the best of ad- 
vertising. 

The premiums are never the biggest 
part of exhibiting; it is the advertising 
which pays. Having a single exhibit is 
enough to help hold one’s interest in 
the poultry department—enough to 
take one to the hall, to critically ex- 
amine the stock of fellow breeders; 
and this in itself is worth while. 





Egg-Selling Associations 

Thru the existence of the Smith- 
Lever fund, extension work in the 
shape of home demonstration work has 
been carried on extensively in country 
districts. A recent bulletin to agents 
says: 

“It is very desirable that the women 
undertake some demonstrations of 
their own. It is worth while to select 
some things for their demonstrations 
which are closely connected with the 
homes, and which are difficult enough 
to require much skill and intelligence. 
We should simply keep in mind that 
in any line of the demonstration work 
we are simply trying to raise stan- 
dards and averages. It will not be dif- 
ficult in the average community to get 
ten or twelev women to grade all the 
eges they want to sell, and then sell 
codperatively. Egg-selling associations 
can be organized, and put on a solid 
basis very quickly.” 

We wish those of our readers who 
have had experience in egg-selling as- 
sociations would send us their expe- 
riences. We have been of the opinion 
that egg-selling associations are some- 
times short lived, because those who 
join base their probable output too 








high, and the association fails to live 
up to its promises. Sometimes, too, 
there is not the strict sense of respon- 
sibility of each for the good of the as- 
sociation. The reasons for the failures 
of such organizations, if any, would be 
of value to readers who purpose start- 
ing egg-selling associations. 
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Fattening 

A reader writes: 

“Will it pay me to 
chickens before selling? If so, how 
should I handle them? How long will 
it take to fatten sufficiently?” 

When we speak of fattening chickens 
on the ordinary farm, we have refer- 
ence more to what the English call 
“half-fatted” than to the milk-fatted 
chicken. That is, chickens that have 
been taken off the range and penned 
in an open pen, with water, grit and 
liberal feeding two or three times a 
day, until the bones are well covered 
with flesh, instead of being scrawny 
carcasses. Hucksters sometimes make 
good money by buying up thin chick- 
ens that have picked up half a living 
on the range, and fattening them for a 
couple of weeks before selling. 

For such pen fattening, make a coop 
with covered top, open sides, and a 
slatted bottom, to let the droppings 
slip thru. The boards for the bottom 
should be beveled, to make tlfem nar- 
rower underneath than on top; other- 
wise ,the droppings would adhere, and 
the coop bottom soon become filthy. 
Place such a coop on legs, or swing it 
under the shade of trees, out of sight 
of the flock. Before cooping the chick- 
ens, treat Them for lice. Keep grit and 
water before them. Choose birds of 
about the same size for cooping. If 
there is a quarrelsome fellow in the 
lot, take him out; chickens fatten bet- 
ter when they are at peace. From ten

Of course there are good politicians;

I am 
thinking of that type of man who takes 
up some one particular hobby which 
happens to be popular: at the present 
moment, and professes to be the friend 
of the people, when in reality all his 
past career has proved him to be an 
ally of the liquor, railroad and corpo- 
ration elements.

Our Presidents 





ZACHERAY TAYLOR. 
Twelfth President—1849-1850. 


Zacheray Taylor was born in Orange 
county, Virginia, on November 24, 1784. 
He joined the army in 1808, and rose 
to the rank of major. At the outbreak 
of the Mexican war, he was in com- 
mand of the American forces in the 
southwest. Under instructions from 
the government, he advanced into dis- 
puted territory, and upon doing so, the 
war with Mexico was precipitated. He 
defeated the Mexicans in two impor- 
tant engagements, and, following them 
to Buena Vista, he administered a 
crushing defeat to General Santa Anna, 
which brought the war to a close in 
1847. Owing to an attempt on the part 
of the administration to supersede him 
in command of the army, he returned 
to the United States, thoroly dissatis- 
fied. His popularity with the people, 
who regarded him as a military hero, 
led to his nomination for the presi- 
dency in 1848, and to his election. He 
died on July 9, 1850.

It then grad- 
ually wears away till, when the horse 
is twenty-six years of age, it is half 
gone, and at thirty years of age, it is 
almost entirely gone. We have tried 
this method on a few old horses, and 
it seems to be fairly accurate. 





Stacking Corn Fodder 


An lowa correspondent writes: 

“Can you stack corn fodder right 
from the bundles without shocking it?” 

Much the same principles apply in 
the stacking of corn fodder as in the 
stacking of hay. Corn fodder cut green 
should be allowed to dry in the bundle 
a little, just as hay is allowed to dry 
in the swath. Frosted corn fodder 
which is well dried out might possibly 
be put directly into the stack, but or- 
dinarily we would prefer to shock it 
first for several weeks.
